AUSTRIA WILL 


ACCEPT ITALY! DEMANDS 


Italian Refugees From Austria Say 


Frontier Has Been Fortified by the

t\nstria and Italy are tending toward 
war. 
A diplomat, accredited to the 


quirinal quotes Prince Von Buelow, the 
German ambassador at Home, as say- 
ing that it would he impossible for 
Austria to accept 
Italy's 
demands. 


Pepino Garibaldi, grandson of the fam- 
ous Italian statesman and who recent- 
ly has talked with the Italian king and 
premier, is said to have received from 
them the Impression that Italy would 


enter the war with the allies.
